“A Premium on Lawiessness.”’ 


The public will be startled by the story 
which was unfolded yesterday to the 
Master of the Us. Mrs Emma’ 
Browne and her daughter sre Jand-owners 
in County Kerry. The nearest town is ten 
miles away, and Mrs. Browne's only son 
is on active service; therefore, the two 
defenceless women were easy victims of the 
greed of the gallant Sinn Feiners of the 
district. They were quite willing to fulfil 
the Department of Agriculture's in- 
junctions in the matter of tillage, 
and were in the middie of their 
arrangements to that end when they were 
first boycotted ahd then invaded by the 
local land-grabbers. As a result of the 
boycott the contract which they had made 
for the use of a motor tractor was re- 
scinded. At the end of February the land- 
grabbers demanded conacre lettings, and the 
two ladies appealed to the Irish Govern- 
ment for protection. In reply the Chief 
Secretary sent “a formal letter of acknow- 
leament "—but nothing or nobody else. 
They were compelled, therefore, to let 
twenty-five acres of their land to the Sinn 
Fein Committee at £5 an acre, which is 
far below the average price in the district. 
These troubles delayed the ladies’ tillage 
preparations, but they worked hard, and, 
in their own opinion, would have been 
able to finish the tillage before the statu- 
tory date—the 25th March. On the 6th 
March, however, the Department served 
them with notice of its intention to enter 
on the lands, and on the 18th March the 
Department's Inspector, Mr. P. J. Hogan, 
held an auction on the lands—refusing 
the ladies’ appeal for time—and let them 
to local bidders at £4 per Irish acre. In 
thee circumstances the ladies applied 
yesterday for an injunction to restrain 
the Department from entering on the 
laads and from ploughing or letting 
them. The Master of the Rolls was 
otliged to refuse the application, for the 
Department's position was unassailable in 
péint of law. it had acted under Regula-} 
thn 21. of the Defence of the Realm 
Act.

The Board must have been aware of 
the inadequacy and the vices of this system, 
and they were men of understanding and sym- 
pathy, but they constituted a statutory body,
